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1* On 12 ApriljVietnamese in Binh-Xuyen uniform again contacted 
Major Oonpin* Open his arrival at the house to which he had been taken 
on the preceding day, he was net by the sane individuals as before* 

The spokesman informed Major Qoneln that Bey Tien had wanted to see 
him, but that in view of the tense situation end the many demands on 
his time, he was forced to postpone it* Major Qonein said that it 
was a matter of op concern to him, that if Bay Tien wished to see Mu 
and request him to pass a message, he was willing to do ep if the 
message were of such a nature that he could properly accept it* Major 
done in made it dear that he had no interest in the matter* Major 
Oonein was asked to be available for contact on 14 April, to whioh he 
assented, subject to availability of time* 

2* Colonel Leroy dropped in at my house for lunch on 12 April, 
apparently with the primary intention of trying to do a better job on 
the line of propaganda which he sought to give me the preceding day* 

In addition he disoussed at some length conversations whioh he olaime 
to have had recently ( he said he left Paris 1 April) with Bao Dai* As 
Colonel Leroy tells it, Bao Dai has promised him full backing fo r a 
re si stance movement in the Haut Plateau area, when South Vietnam falls* 
He also said that Bao Dai had told him that there were uranium deposits 
in the mountains back of Phan Bang* Asked about Tietminh concentrations, 
Ool Leroy said that he was recently in the area, bordered by the Dal at 
road, the road to Phan Tiet, and the coast (a region whioh he knpwa 
well - hi8 command post at one time was in To Dat) and that there were 
many Tietminh in ths interior* French officers in the area told him, 
he eeid, that the Binjh Xuyen influence was only along the mads, that 

( the Tietminh controlled the interior* Asked if he could show troop 
concentrations to representatives of the 1*0*0*, Leroy said that he 
oould show them plenty of apparently harmless voodchoppere, but that if 
they saw too many of them he was not sure that ho could get the inspec¬ 
tors out alive* 
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
